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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-5 and 28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant has amended claim 1 and newly submitted claim 28, which recite 
the resin material composing the reflecting member is identical in type with a resin 
material composing the insulation board, the reflecting member has a lower surface part 
of which is directly adhered to part of the wiring pattern opposing the part of the lower 
surface with use of the resin material composing the reflecting member, and a 
remainder of which is directly adhered to part of the insulation board opposing the 
remainder of the lower surface with use of the resin material composing the reflecting 
member. The applicant's arguments that the use of the same resin material can 
eliminate distortion causing by a difference in thermal expansion coefficients between 
traditional materials forming a reflecting member and a printed wiring board or substrate 
are found persuasive. Therefore, the LED mounting structures of claims 1 and 28 are 
not disclosed or suggested by the prior of record. 

Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1.
